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This Week in NYC 


The biggest advance sale in 
Broadway history was recorded by 
The Sound of Music which counted 
more than $2, 325, 000 prior to the 
opening night curtain, 330 theatre 
parties, 5000 mail orders per week 
and a $10,000 daily box-office sale 
account for the total. The box-office 
is selling tickets only through next 
May 28, while the mail order sect - 
ion is filling requests through next 
Sept 2. All Sat. matinee tickets to 
next July are gone, and few tickets 
are left for any evening prior to 
Christmas. Mail order customers 
are urged to specify alternate days 
of the week, rather than specific 
dates, and can expect to get their 
seats for six months hence.

DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Tenth Man- Booth 11/5. 7 pro- including 2 raves- 
Times, News- filed on new Paddy Chayefsky plan staged by 
Tyrone Guthrie with Jacob Ben-Ami, Donald Harron, George 
Voskovec, Jack Gilford, Risa Schwartz, presented by Saint 
Subber- Arthur Cantor. All applauded excellent cast and dir- 
ection and most thought play about exorcism of a dybbuk - 
demon was of interest to all, whether they had the full know- 
ledge of the Orthodox Jewish mystical rite or not. Atkinson, 
Times, cheered it as an enchanting play, engrossing and 
credible withinspired direction , wonderful acting com- 
bining to make it the first good serious play of the season. 
Chapman, News, also raved about the endearing, sweet, funny 
but gentle play with its inspired company carefully tuned and 
beautifully acted. Kerr, Herald Tribune, in a milder tone , 
complimented the author for a fresh independent literary not- 
ion of theatre that though not always successful must be res- 
pected and supported . Sometimes the structure staggers un- 
der its own novely and Kerr also found Schwartz too strident 
and unrelieved. Coleman, Mirror, didn't think script was as 
skillfully written as "Middle of the Night" but did okay it as 
absorbing, well acted and directed. Mirror man noted that a 
full background of the religious rite would be helpful. Watts, 
Post, thought that though sometimes it seemed fabricated 
with the play being more interesting than moving, the prod- 
uction was an arresting evening of theatre, imaginative, eff- 
ective and sometimes dramatically moving. McClain, Journal 
American, marked it as a quite rewarding excursion, excel 
lently played and directed with the author's great facility of 
dialogue his best asset. Aston, World Telegram & Sun, ad- 
mitted than as an outsider he was at a loss regarding the Jew- 
ish rites, but he found himself laughing at the homespun 
acridity in numerous speeches. 


The Highest Tree- Longacre- 11/4 . 2 pro- News, Jour- 
nal American- and 5 con- filed on Dore Schary new play pre- 
sented by Schary-Theatre Guild, staged by Schary with Ken - 
neth MacKenna, William Prince, Diana Douglas. Pro side 
found it an intelligent, absorbing drama on the problem of 
atomic fallout while con side thought it was merely an in- 
telligent idea well acted, but never very dramatically handled. 
Chapman, News, mild yea noted that intelligent and clearly 
written drama with admirable performances was interesting, 
but that the conclusion didn't advance Schary's thesis. McClain, 
Journal American, found it a timely, absorbing, excursion, taste 
fully and intelligently written and played, a production which 
deserves the patronage of every serious playgoer. He did think 
director wasted opportunities of Dmald Oenslager's two story 
set. Dissenting majority view set by Atkinson, Times, who 
felt than an intelligent idea was weighed down by a singularly 
tiresome story and a dull family that is well acted but lacks 
a passionate and originate statement to back up its high prin- 
ciple. Kerr, Herald Tribune, panned play as minus characters 
only mouthpieces and feared that Schary's bomb seems to have 
effectively eliminated every dramatic device that might have 
made his message effective. Mirror, Coleman, listed it as a 
dull editorial with shallow characters and primitive dialogue 
and stain-glassed direction. Watts, Post, noted that play fails 
to come to life as either a moving emotional narrative or a 
stimulating, provocative discussion. Aston, World Telegram- 
Sun, rated first act chatty, second act exciting and third act 
teetering near dullness, 


Yiddish Theatre 


A Devil's Game- Educational Alliance- 11/8. 4 pro- 
Times, News, Post, World Telegram & Sun- filed on new 
Yiddish musical play presented week-ends only by Unzer 
Theatre Group featuring Celia Adler. Directed by Jonas 
Turkoff, play by Isaac Basheves Singer, music by Shmul 
Zak. Spiegel, Times, approved of seasoned troupe of per- 
formers in Faustian theme , highly recommended not only 
for those who would bemoan the passing of the classic Yid- 
dish theatre, but also for the younger generation. Silver, 
News, rated it a stirring, absorbing serious drama with 
admirable insight, and a fitting vehicle for Adler's return 
to Yiddish theatre. Rosenberg, Post, cheered Adler for 
illuminating the stage with the brillance of her performance 
and the powerful Yiddish drama which deserves the patron- 
age of those who are seeking the best of the Yiddish stage. 
Hudson, WTS, also recommended skillfully acted and dir- 
ected production.

Guitar- Jan Hus- 11/10. 1 pro-World Telegram & Sun- 
and 4 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American 
filed on new play by Frank Duane, staged by Louis Macmill- 
ian, presented by James McEwen with Anne Francine, Rob- 
ert Penn, Mari-Anne(Helen) Brooks. Views on symbolic fan- 
tasy were diverse ranging from an outright rave to several 
severe pannings. Aston, WTS, the sole pro voter, rated it 
as a pip of an experiment deserving a long run, the symbols 
he found frightfully gay and challenging and the cast excellent, 
3 of the 4 dissenters mentioned that Constance Carpenter who 
was forced out of cast due to a broken ankle, may actually have 
been lucky. Atkinson, Times, thought author had some talent 
and might write something better once he leaves this fancy way. 
As for the current effort Times man billed it as a self- con- 
scious literary exercise in which nothing is said directly, and 
in which the actors play intelligently and in good spirit. Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, described the play as one about a revolving 
stage which keeps rolling in and out without running over 
any of the actors, which is a pity. Borrowed thoughts from 
avant garde authors cannot hide lack of dramatic movement, 
Kerr concluded. McClain, Journal American, roasted it as 
bewildering, balderdash in which the lines didn't make sense. 
If it was supposed to be experimental theatre, it didn't get 
off the pad. Watts, Post, panned it for turning potentially 
amusing people into bores. Inspite of the valient performers 
it requires more than a cast of odd characters and an orgy 
of symbolism for success of this type of play, Post aisle- 
sitter warned, 


No Trifling With Love- St Marks- 11/9. 1 pro- Times 
and 4 con- Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American, World 
Telegram& Sun, -filed on Gerald Krone's production of 
Alfred de Musset's play translated by Raoul Pellissier with 
Joyce Ebert, John Vari, staged by Krone. Most applauded 
leading players, but all panned curtain raiserof N. Evrenov's 
harlequinade A Merry Death as well as the minor players 
in the evening's main play, Atkinson, Times, the sole affirm- 
ative voter, thought the leading roles of the young lovers were 
beautifully acted and sensitively directed, though the others 
were not as expert. Con side headed by Crist, Herald Tribune, 
who thought production of 1830 play based on love letters of 
George Sand and de Musset lacked the style, precision and 
verve necessary to make it more than academically interest- 
ing period piece. McClain, Herald Tribune, suggested it might 
have been better for posterity if these particular love letters 
had been burned, for though well acted play has little interest. 
He also noted that set mounted on turntable was notably shaky. 
Herridge, Post, found play when lovers were fencing ver- 
bally compelling and absorbing because the parts were 
well played and because it is so skillful a tracing of such 
lovers at work. But she feared that tedium of the first 
half of the evening made enterprise trifling bit of dull - 
ness. Aston, WTS, panned both play and leading players. 

As a play it hardly had enough stature for kindergarden 
while some of the plot left him confused, He also thought 
Ebert was poor because she was more interested in speak- 
ing syllables than sentences, 


Tonight We Improvise - Living Theatre- lI/ 6. 
4 pro- Times, News, Post, World Telegram& Sun- and 1 


con- Journal American, filed on addition to Living Theatre 
repertory staged by Julian Beck with Judith Malina, Alan 
Ansara, Bennes Mardenn., Majority found revival of the 
Pirandello experimental play much fun withthe ad-lib 
scenes in which cast mixes with the audience outstanding. 
Beck was doubly complimented for both the direction and 

for his acting. Atkinson, Times, complimented the com- 
pany for making bizarre seem like valid theatre experience. 
Only when group gets down to actual play did he find it dull. 
McHarry, News, enjoyed the stimulating diversion in which 
Pirandello is served ably in this off-beat, Off Broadway for 
the connoisseur. Herridge, Post, lauded the fascinating 
oddity in which author's points made vividly.

BURNETT VS PHOENIX...Picketing, curtain speeches and 
harsh words in interviews by Carol Burnett charged the 
Phoenix with "evicting" Once Upon A Mattress Nov 15 
due to the Phoenix' own Lysistrata opening Nov 24. Act- 
ress told both McHarry, News, and World Telegram & 
Sun reporter that Once Upon a Mattress which played the 
full surnmer at the I2th St theatre pulled it out of the red, 
that the management should have had foresight enough to 
get the musical another house, that the incoming Lysist- 
rata should open someplace else because it will probably 
be a "bomb", and that the Phoenix policy is to do lousy 
old plays, shying away from anything entertaining. Next 
day the latter statements were denied by actress as mis- 
quotes, though reporters insisted she was quoted properly.

paid back $16,000 out of its $100,000 investment even though

REVIVAL RULES...A major function of Off Broadway re- 
vivals is giving a deserving script a second chance , 
states Crist, Herald Tribune, The quality of the play 
is the essential--only rarely can performances com - 
pensate for its absence. But there is no point in giving 
the best of plays a cheap and ordinary revival, just as 
there is no purpose in bringing back mediocrities so 
that the producer can cash in on a well known playwright's 
popularity, or in reviving some outdated work simply to 
provide a vehicle for a would be prima donna or an out- 
let for a well heeled producer. 


INTER VIEW HI-LITES,., WILLIAM GIBSON, author of 
Dinny and the Witches and The Miracle Worker , be- 
lieves that the American commercial theatre as it exists 
on Broadway is our theatre and we are stuck with it, he 


told Little Herald Tribune. Economic considerations aside 


what you wanted to say dicatated the medium and the med- 
ium the kind of audience and the more people you speak to 
the less you can say... Writing is anendurance contest, 
Gibson told Schiff, Post, you have to get through a period 
of suffering, and it's during that period that writers don't 
become writers. 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


The Tenth Man is a half-hearted attempt to combine 
an exciting religious rite with a warm folk comedy that fails 
on both counts. The cast and director work brilliantly with 
slight material, the movement invoked in the static play is 
ingenious. Though the dialogue may be accurate transcript- 
ions of actual speech, it is neither basically humorous nor 
soul-searching. The author has given little depth to his 
stageful of players that we know we should sympathize 
with and cry about if giventhe proper background. While 

the actual exorcism in the finale seems meek and anti -cli- 
matic after a full evening's anticipation. Revivals of The 
Dybbuk and The Fifth Season ( minus girls) would be news- 
worthy events, but a combination of the two plays seems a 
mistake, 


The Highest Tree is an overbearing message play in 
which the author with all good intentions comes out firmly 
in favor of committees as the salvation of the world against 
atomic fallout. Editorial length speeches spouted by char- 
acters straight out of any soap opera do little to make the 
thesis interesting. Some day a dramatist will, and must , 
meet the challenge and write an earth-shaking, mind-moving 
drama on this frightening subject.

Shadow and Substance is a superb production of the 
famed Irish religious drama that would be outstanding On 
or Off Broadway. Played and directed with the proper in- 
gredients of humor,charm and fervor it is the best prod- 
uction the dedicated Irish Players have mounted. Unlike 
some of their past efforts when the accents, though many 
were authentic, were so heavy that understanding was hin- 
dered, the current cast has mastered thisdifficult problem.

No Trifling With Love is a boring, pretentious play in 
which the leading characters in the love story seldom open 
their mouths without rendering a five to ten minute mono - 
logue . As the characters are as dull as the speeches there 
is little the players could do to bring them to life. That the 
play is currently in the repertory of the Comedie Francaise 
suggests again that perhaps the current translation is to 
blame as much as some of the miscasting in the smaller roles. 
Second night audiences were spared A Merry Death curtain 
raiser which the first night critics effectivly finished off.

Approved quotations from the reviews of The Highest 
Tree plus the statement that "..in all honesty it must be 
told that other critics had strong negative reactions. How- 
ever we believe based on audience response in New York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston that ''The Highest Tree" does pro- 
vide a rewarding, provocative and stimulating evening in 
the theatre," in the Times' half-page display ad should be 
awarded a NY Critics Circle prize for frankness and hon- 
esty. It is one of the few quote ads ever published that as- 
sumed the theatre-goer had an active intellig ence and had 
learned how to read, Though there is no current danger of 
such an ad becoming a habit, it does deserve the applause 
of theatre fans,
